HE Czar ftill defirous of re- 

claiming his fon, and hoping 

to procure an alteration in his con- 

duét, wrote the following letter to 
him from Copenhagen. 

** | have received your letters of 
the zgth June and 3oth July, as 
they only contain accounts of your 
then ftate of health, this is to re- 
mind you that | required your de- 
termination on the fubjeét of my 
fucceffion when I took leave of you. 
Your anfwer then, ason all former 
occafions, was that you did not think 
yourfelf capable of it from your ‘n- 
firmities, and that you would choofe 
to retire to a convent, I defired you 
to think ferioufly of it, and inform 
me of your determination in fix 
months, feven are now elapfed 
Without any proper anfwer from 
you. As foon as you receive this 
determine and inform me of your 
refolution. In cafe you choole to 
exert yourfelf, and become worthy 
of the throne, do not let more than 


one week elapfe before you fet out 
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to join me here; where you may 
yet arrive time enough to be pre- 
fent at the operations of the cam- 
paign. But if you determine the 
other way; inform me when you 
defign to put this refolution in exe- 
cution, that I] may fettle my mind. 
Send me your aniwer by the retarn 
of thismeffenger. 
** Tn cafe of the firlt choice~let 
me know when you propofe leav- 
ing Peterfbourgh, but if you deter- 
mine for the Yecond, inform me 
when you will execute it. I re. 
peat to you my fixed refolution 
- ir fould determine, if: you do 


not [ fhall be convinced you are 
only endeayowring, to a time 
ahd continue in your ufual indo- 
lence”’

The Oeiewite, finding his fa- 
ther determined, and that he could 
not any longer evade a final anfwer 
and immediate execution. of his 
choice, refolved to flip out of his 

power 
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power, and fet out under pretence 
of going to Copenhagen, but as 
foon 2s he had entered Livonia he 
alrered his route and withdrew to 
Vienna, where he expe&ted a kind 
reception from his brsther in law, 
the Emperor Charles Vith, and the 
better to deceive the Czar he wrote 
to him from Libaw, butdatedit from 
Koningfberg. Peter was arrived at 
Amferdam, when he was informed 
of his fon’s flight, he immediately 
difpatched feveral perfone well ac- 
quainted with the perfon of the 
Czarewitz to fearch for him in all 
parts of Earope, but to little pur- 
pofe, as he concealed himfelf fo 
weil they could not difcover him, 
though it was fufpected the Empe- 
ror had received and entertained 
him privately, but this was with- 


Gut foundation, for immediately on 


his arrival at Vienna Charles, not 
choofing to have any difpute with 
the Czar, advifed him to go to 
Naples, and Peter, juft as he was 
quitting Paris, received informati- 
on that his fon was in that king- 
dom at the caftle of S. E!me, im- 
mediately on his arrival at Spaw 
he difpatched privy counfellor Tolf- 
toy and Capt. Romanfoif with or- 
ders to perfuade the Czarewitz to 
return and throw himfelf on the 
mercy of his father, he alfo wrote 
the following letter to his fon. 

«* All the world is informed of 
your difobedience, and how you 
have defpifed my orders. Neither 
entreaties or corrections could in- 
duce you to obferve my inflruations, 
and latterly you deceived me, when 
1 took leave of you, by promifes 
and oaths which you have violated, 
traiceroufly breaking through all 
the obligations of duty and fecking 
foreign protection, a fingular in- 
lance in its kind not only in our 


family, but even among our fub- 
je@s of “any coniideration. Llow 
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great affliction have jou caufed to 
your father and difgrace to your 
country by fuch behaviour? I 
write to you for this laft time, to 
inform you I expe& you will fol- 
low the direétions that will be de- 
livered to you by Tolftoy and Ro- 
manfoff, for fuch is my will. 

** Should you be under any ap- 
prehenfions, | afflure you by thefe 
prefents, and promife before God 
that I will not punifh you, on the 
contrary if you fubmit to my plea- 
fure and are obedient to me, you 
may be aflured of enjoying a larger 
portion of my paternal affection 
than ever. Should you prove re- 
fracory, as a father, and by the 
authority | have received from God, 
I give you my eternal malediction, 
and as your Sovereign affure you 
that, in return for the difrefpec 
you have fhewn, and the affliction 
you have caufed me, I fhall find 
means of treating you as a de- 
ferve, in which I hope God will 
affift me and defend my juft caufe. 

<< Remember that I have not in 
any fhape conftrained you, I was 
not under the leaft neceflity ofleav- 
ing you afree choice. Had I been 
inclined to ufe compulfion, was the 
power wanting? I needed only to 
order and would have been 
obeyed.”

With what fincerity the Czar 
wrote this letter will be feen here- 
after, it had however the defired 
effect as it fhewed the Czarewitz 
that, not only his place of retreat 
was difcovered, but alfo that he 
would be too well watched to find 
any means of hiding himfelf, nor 
could he expeét any prince in Eu- 
rope would make the Czar his ene- 
my by protecting him, fubmiifion 
was therefore the only flep left to 
which he was itrongly folliciced by 
Metiis.

whom he fet out for Ruffia, but 
firft wrote the following lemer to 
the Uxzar.

‘Tolitoy and 
Romanfoff, by which, and alfo 
verbally by them, I am_ promifed 
pardon for my fault in cafe [ re- 
turn. With tears in my eyes I 
acknowledge your great goodnefs, 
and how unworthy I am of it, on 
my knees | implore your clemency 
and afk forgivenefs of my crimes, 
by which Thave merited the fe- 
vereft punishment, but relying on 
your facred promife I fuomit en- 
tirely to your will, and fhall direct- 
ly quit Naples to throw myfelf at 
your Majeity’s feet in Peterfbourg. 
I am your moft humble and unworthy 
Jervant, no way meriting to be called 
your Jon ALEXIS. 

Naplis, Oo, 4th, 1717. 

The Czarewitz fet out with his 


father’s two envoys, and on the 


vith of February he arrived at Mof- 
cow, where he was immediately in- 
troduced to the Czar who had a ve- 
ry long converfation with him, and 
the day following a great council 
was held. The 14th at the point 
of day the guards, together with 
the garrifon of Mofcow, furrounded 
the caftle. Orders were aifo fent 


toall the minifters of tate, boiards, 


or privy counfellors, and counfel- 
lers to meet at the caitle, and to all 
the bifhops to affemble at the Ca- 
The Czarewitz was con- 
duéted without a fword to the Czar 
and in preience of all the grandees 
of the empire, he prefented a writ- 
ing containjng a full confeffion of 
his offences, and bathed in tears 
threw himfelf at the feet ot the 
Czar, who gave the paper to Paron 
Schafirof, vice chancellor, and tak- 
ing up his fon afked him what he 
required, to which the Piince an- 
fwered that he unplored mercy,

and hoped he would fave his life, 
which the Czar promifed: at the 
fame time informing him thar as he 
had rendered himielf uaworthy of 
the crown he muft folemnly ‘re- 
nounce it, to which the Czarewitz 
an{wered he was ready to conform 
in every thing to the will of the 
Czar. The Emperor then afked 
him fome other queilions, among 
others, he defired to know who 
had advifed him to abicond in the 
manner he had done. The Prince 
whifpered to the Czar, and they 
both retired to another room, where 
itis faid the former named all his 
advifers, and three couriers were 
immediately difpatched to different 
places. When they returned the 
Prince figned an aft acknowledging 
himfelf unworthy to govern the 
empire and renouncing the crown. 
Afterwards was read a manilcite,- 
contaiiing at length the motives 
that induced the Czar to deprive 
his fon of the fuccellion, Alter tas 
all the minitters of flate, &c. pre- 
fent {wore and figned to the oath, 
{fpecifying that as the’ Czar, by his 
letters patent, had excluded the 
Czarewitz Alexis Petrowitz from 
the fucceflion to the crown, and ap- 
pointed his fecond fon Peter Pewo- 
witz forhis lawful fucceflor, they 
bound themifelves to maintain him 
as fuch, at the hazard of their lives, 
again{t all opponents, and that they 
never would join with the. Czare- 
witz Alexis Vetrowitz, or in any 
fhape aflit him in his pretenfions 
to the crown. The whole affemb:y 
then went to the cathedral, where 
the Czar made a long harangue to 
the bifhops, who ali took the fame 
oath, and figned it, after which 
the Czar reiurned to the cattle. 
The oath was alfo adminilired to 
thofe in ofice, aud ordered to be 
taken by ail che Ruffian fabjeQs. The 
Czar pabli hed a very long inani- 
feito, tutoring the world of the 
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pains he had taken in the educati- 
on of the Czarewitzand the ill fac- 
cefs that had attended them, for 
which reafon he had excluded his 
eldeft fon from the fucceffion, and 
fixed it on his fecond. 

The paper which Alexis put into 
the hands of the Czar, was as fol- 
lows, 

‘© I the underwritten declare, in 
prefence of the holy Evangelifts, 
that by reaton of the crimes I have 
committed againft his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty, my father and lord, I have 
rendered myfelf unworthy of fuc- 
ceeding him, and hereby acknow- 
ledge my exclufion a juft punith- 
ment for the offences I have been 
guilty of. Ifwear in the prefence 
of almighty God, that ‘ will fub- 
mit in every thing to the will ofmy 
honoured father, and that I never 
will by any means endeavour to 
obtain the crown after his demife, 
nor even accept of it if offered to 
me, but acknowledge my brothers 
Peter Petrowjtz for lawful fucceffor 
to my father. In teftimony of 
which I have kiffed the holy crofs, 
and figned my name to this writing. 
: ALEXIS. 

The Czar, fill doubtful of the 
fecurity he could draw from his 
fon’s refignation, as after his death 
he might find excufes for evading 
it and powerful friends in fupport 
of his pretenfions, thought the oul 
fure way was to proceed capitaliy 
againft him, but the pardon he had 
already granted, as to his life, was 
a ftrong obftacle, which he endea- 
voured to furmount, by pretending 
this pardon was granted only on 
condition he would difcover all the 
circumftances relating to his flight, 
and name every perfon who had, 
in any manner, advifed or affifted 
him, which rendered the former 
promile of life uncertain and of lit- 
tle or no effect, as the Czar might 
w any time pretend to believe his 


fon had not made an ample con 
feffion, but had concealed fome of 
his accomplices, and in his then 
ftate of mind fome circumftances, 
known to the Czar, might eftape 
his memory, and thereby give a 
colour to an accufation of infincerity 
in his confeffion. 

The Czarewitz miftrufting his 
father, and fearful of further pro- 
voking him by a full confeffion, 
concealed many materia] points in 
his firft examination, but being af- 
torwards terrified by his father’s 
threats, he promifed to difclofe 
every tranfaétion and circumftance 
relating thereto, which promife he 
ratified by kiffing the crofs and holy 
Evangelift in the Cathedral church. 
Among the number of perfons he 
named were Alexander Kikin and 
Nicephorus Wafenki, to whom 
he communicated the letters, &c. 
from the Czar, and confulted them 
on hisvanfwers. He charged them 
with having advifed him to choofe 
a monattic life, and that Kikin par- 
ticularly faid, The ood will not be 
nailed to your head, but may be taken 
off and hung om a pin. He alfo 
accufed the fame perfon of advif- 
ing his efcape. The Czare- 
witz’s papers were alfo examined 
and amongft them were found fome 
letters, the receipt of which he had 
denied, and copies of his letters 


y, were found in the poffeflion of Af- 


rofini, his miftrefs, though he had 
denied his having copied them. 
Yet no crime appeared to have been 
committed by the Czarewitz of fo 
high a nature as to deferve death, 
therefore the only point on which 
the Czar could fix his profecution 
was his withdrawing out of the 
empire without leave, which he in- 
filted was high treafon againft him 
his king and father, on which ac- 
cufation he ordered him to be tried 
by the fenators, minifters of ftate . 
civil and military, and the bifhops, 
Li before 
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before which court the Prince was 
feveral tities interrogated, all ne- 
ceflary papers read, and witneffes 
examined. ‘The court afterwards 
ordered the old and new Teftaments, 
the conftitutions of the empire, mi- 
litary regulations, &c. to be fearched 
for precedents and punifhments in 
like cafés, one Ruffian law was

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found dire€ily condemning the 
Czarewitz in eafe his quitting the 
empire without leave could be con- 
ftrued as ‘a treifonable a&t. By 
this law, rot only the aét but the 
intention of doing any thing trea- 
fonable or approaching to treafon 
was made éapital.

an attempt to cleave my fkull ; 


but a companion hindred him, end 
faid, Comrade what are you doing ? 
dow’ t.yeu perceive he is.a clergyman. 

“* When thefe were gone, a fin- 


gle foldier came in, to whom my 


wife gave a crape handkerchief: off 
her neck: upon which he retired 
without offering us any injury. His 
fucceffor was not fo reafonable, for 
entering the chamber with his {word 
drawn, he immediately difcharged 
a blow on my head, faying, Pricf 
give ma thy money, the iivoke ftun- — 
ned me, the blood gufhed out in 

abundance, and frightned my wife 
and. fervant to that degree, that 
they both continued motionlefs. 
The barbarian turned round to my 
wife, and aimed a blow at her, but 
it fortunately glanced on her gown, 
which happened to be tined with 
furs, and wounded her not. -As 
mazed to fee us fo fubmiflive and 
patient, he looked at us fledfaftly 
for fome moments. | laid hold of 
this interval to reprefent to him, 
that I was not in my own houle, 

being, 
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being come to the place where I 
was, to difcharge my duty to ady- 
ing perfon; but if he would grant 
us quarters, and’ prote@ us home, 
I would then befiow on him alll 
had. Agreed Preift, {aid he, grwe 
me thy wealth, and I will give thee 
the watchword: it is Jelu Maria; 
pronounce that and no ene will burt 
thee. We went down ftairs dire@ly, 
highly contented to have found 
fuch a protector. The ftreet was 
covered with the dead and dying; 
their cries were enough to have 
oie the heart of the greateft 

arbarians. We walked over the 
bodies, and when we arrived at 
the church of St. Catherine, met 
an officer of diftin&lion on horfe- 
back. This generous perfon foon 
difcovered us, and feeing me ce- 
vered with blood, faid to the per- 
fon, who conduéted us. Fellow 
Jeldier take care what yeu do to theft 
perfons. At the fame time he {aid 
to my wife; Madam is yonder hou/e 
yours? My wife having anfwered it 


was: Well, added he, take bold of 


my firrup, conduc me thitier and you 
feoall have quarters. ‘Then turning 
to me, and making a fign to the 
foldier with his hand, he faid to. me, 
Gentlemen of Magdeburg, yeu your- 
Selves are the Fi of this defructi- 
on ; you might have adied otherwife. 


The foldier, who ufed me ill, took 


‘this opportunity to fteal away. 


Upon entering my houfe, we found 
it filled with a multitude of plun- 
derers, whom the officer (who was 
a colonel) ordered away. He then 
faid he would take up his lodging 
with us, and having pofted two {ol- 
diers for a guard to us, left us with 
a promife to return forthwith. We 
gave, with great chearfulnefs, a 

d breakfaft to our centinels, 
who complimenied us on the lucky 
fortune of falling into their colonel’s 
hands ; at the jame time reprefent- 
ing to us, that their fellow os 


made a confiderable booty, whilft 
‘they continued inattive, merely as 
a fafeguard to us, and therefore 
befeeching us to render them an 
equivalent to a certain degree ; 
upon this I gave them four Rofe no- 
bles, with which they were well 
contented, and fhewed fo much 
humanity, as to make us an offer 
to go and fearch for any acquaint- 
ance, whom we defired to place in 
fafety with us. J then told them 
I had one particular friend, who 
had efcaped to-the cathedral, as 
I conjeétured, and promifed them 
a good gratuity on his part, if they 
faved his life. One of them ac- 
companied by my fervant maid, 
went to the church, and called my 
friend often by name ; but it was all 
in vain, no one anfwered, and we 
never heard mention of him froka 
that period.” | 
‘«*« Some moments after our colo- 
nel returned, and demanded, whe- 
ther any perfon had offered us the 
leaft incivility. After we had dif- 
culpated the foldiers in this refpeét, 
he haftened abroad to fee, if there 
was any poflibility to extingwifh the 
fire, which had already feized great 
part of the city: heshad:shardly got 
into the ftreet, when he. returned 
with uncommon haftinefs, and faid, 
Shew me the way out of the town, for 
I fee plainly we fall perifo in the 
flames, if we flay bere few minutes 
longer. Upon this we threw the 
beit of our goods and moveables 
into a vaulted cellar, covered the 
trap door with earth, and made 
our efcape. My wife took noching 
with her but my robe; my mai 
feized a neighbour’s infant child 
by the hand, whom we found cry- 
ing at his father’s door, and led 
himaway. We found it impoffible 
to pafs through the gates of the 
town, which were allin a flame, 
and the ftreets burnt with grear 
fary on either ide, In sword the 
“toons 
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heat was fo intenfe, that it was 
with difficulty we were able to 
breathe. Having made fevera] un- 
fuccefsful attempts, we determined 
at laft to make our efcape on the 
fide of the town next the Ebb. 
The ftreets were clogged with dead 
bodies, and the groans of the dy- 
ing were. infupportable. The 
Walloons and Croatians attacked 
us every moment, but our generous 
colone} protected us from their fury. 
“When we gained the Baftion which 


 ftands on the banks of the Ebb, we 


deicended by the fcaling ladders, 
which the Imperialifts Fad made 
ufe of in the affault, and arrived at 
Jength in the enemy’s camp near 
Rottenfee, thoroughly fatigued, 
and extreamly alarmed.” 

‘* The colonel made us enter 
into his tent, and prefented us 
fome retrefhments. That ceremony 
being over; Well, faid he, having 
Javed your lives, what return do you 
make me? We told him, that for 
the prefent we had nothing to be- 
ftow, bur that we would transfer to 
him all the money and plate that 
we had buried in the cellar, which 
was the whole of our worldly pof- 
fefions. At this inftant many Im- 

erial officers came in, and one 
chanced to faytome. Ego titi con- 
dolos, ego fum addifus fidai Augufti- 
na@*, ‘The depreffed flate | found 
myfelf in, made me unable to give 
a proper reply to the condolences 
of a man, who carried arms againft 
thofe, whofe religion he profeffed, 
and whofe hard tortune he pretend- 
ed to deplore.” 

** Next day the colonel fent one 
of his domeftics with my maid ferv- 
ant to fearch for the treafure we 
had buried in the cellar; but they 
returned without fuccefs, becaufeas

the fire fill continued, they could 
not approach the trapdoor. Inthe 
mean while the colonel made us his 
guefis at his own table, and dur- 
ing our whole ftay treated us 
not as prifoners, but as intimate 
friends.” 

‘* One day at dinner an officer 
of the company happened to fay, 
That our fins were the caufe of all the 
ev.l we fuffered, and that Ged bad 
made ufe of theCatholic army to chaf- 
tifeus. Towhom my wie replied, 
that the obfervation was, fr tg 
too true, However, take care, con- 
tinued fhe, leaf God, in the end, 
Jhould throw that very Jeurge into the 


flames. ‘This fort of female pro- 


phecy was fulfilled foon afterwards 
on the felf-fame Imperial army, 
which was almoft totally deftroyed 
at the battle of Leipfic. 

** At length I ventured one day to 
afk our colonel to give us leave to 
depart ; he complied immediately, 
upon condition we paid our ranfom. 
Next morning I fent my maid into 
town, totry if there was any pofflibi- 
lity of penetrating into the cellar: fhe 
was more fortunate that day, and 
yeturned with all our wealth.” 

** Having returne? our thanks 
to our deliverer, he immediately 
ordered a paffport to be prepared 
for us, with permiflion to retire to 
whatever place we fhould think 
proper, and made us a prefent of 
a crown to defray the expence of 
Our journey. This brave Spaniard 
was colonel of the regiment ot Sa- 
velli, and named Don Jofeph de 
Ainfa,” 

The next account is the Fifher- 
man’s, as follows. , 
~ ** "The roth of May, early inthe 
morning, at the time the regent 
or mafter of our fchool was readin 
prayers, areport flew through the 
ftreets, that the town was taken, 
which was confirmed by the ring- _ 
ing of the alarum bells, ‘ Owr wee

ent difmiffed us all-in a moment, 
eyihe. My dear children, haften to 
your homes, and recommend yourlelf to 
the proteBion of God; for it is highly 
probable we foal] meet wo mare except 
in Heaven. In an inftant we all dif- 
appeared, fome one way, and fome 
another way. For my own part, lL 
took my courfe with {peed along the 
High-fireet and found, where the 
publick Styllyards are (and where 
the grand guard of the city was 
kept} a confiderable body of troops, 
with their fwords drawn: and faw 
near them, and ata diftance round 
them, a great number of foldiers 
ftretched dead on the pavement. 
Terrified with fo melancholy afighte, 
I fhaped my courfe down the fireet 
called Pelican, with a view to con- 
ecal myfelf in my father’s houfe; 
but had hardly advanced a few fteps, 
before ] fell in with a band of fol- 
diers, who had that moment mur- 
dered a man, whom I faw welter- 
inginhisblood. This fight fhock- 
¢d me to fuch a degree, that I had 
not power to move forward; but 
fheltering, myfelf in a houfe oppo- 
fite to the Pelican-inn, found a kind 
{peaking aged man, whofaid to me, 
Child why comeft thou bither ? Save 
thyfelf before the Soldiers feize thee. I 
was ftrongly tempted to put his ad- 
vice in practice; but in that mo- 
menta party of Croatians rufhed in, 
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and holding a fabre. to his throat, 
demanded his wealth. The old 
man immediately opened a coffer 
to them full of gold, filver, and 
precious ftones, They crammed 
their pockets with his riches; yet, 
as the coffer was not emptied, they 
filled a {mall bafket with the part 
that remained, and then fhot the 
poor old man through the head. [ 
ftole away behind them, hoping te 
feek a place of fafety among fome 
empty cafks; and found there a 
young lady perfectly handfome, 
who conjured me to remove, and 
make no mention of her. Anxi- 
oufly reflecting where to difpofe of 
myfelf, the fame Croatians furprif- | 
ed me again, and one of them 
faid, Raferly dog, carry this bafeet 
or us; 1 took it up immediately 
and followed them wherever they 
went. ‘They entered feveral cellars, 
and rifled women, maidens, and all 
perfons that fell in their hands, 
without remorfe. As we afcended 
from one of the cellars, we faw 
with aftonifhment- that the flames 
had feized the whole forepart of the 
houfe, We rufhed through the fire 
and faved ourfelves. In ali proba- 
bility, every foul was deftroyed 
that remained within doors, As to 
my father, mother, and relations, 
} never heard a fyllable concerning 
them, from that ume to the prefent,

HE culture of filk was ear- 
j ly known in Perfia; but we 
are told that no filk was 
brought into Greece before Alex- 
ander the Great had conquered 
Babylon and Perfia, and the nati- 
‘ons towards the river Indus ; which 
was about three hundred years be- 
fore the birth of our Saviour. Silk 
was long fo dear in Europe, as to 
be, weight for weight, equal with 
gold; and fo ignorant were the 
of its culture, as to think that fil 
td on the tops of trees, as cotton: 
he Perfians took care to keep this 
manufacture te themfelves, not per- 
mitting the filk worms to be car- 
ried out of their country; nor did 
any perfons fkilledin the culture of 
filk, pafs into the weft. © 
‘he Emperor Juftinian, who be- 
an his reign, Anno 525, count- 
ing it an hardfhip that his fubjects 
fhould buy this manufaéture of the 
Perirans fo dear, fent two Monks 
into India to learn how the filk 
trade was there managed; and on 
their return he ordered, that they 
fhould bring with them fome of 
the fpecies, if it was poffible to be 
rocured, whether animal or ‘vegi- 
table, from whence the filk was 
produced, that he might fet up the 
manufacture in his own dominions. 
Thefe Monks on their return, in- 
formed him that filk was produced 
by an infeét, which Baber} not be 
brought, fo long a journey alive ; 


but that the epgs might be brought 


ee 


avho are about to feed Silk-Werms and bave not Pullein to perufe, 
The inferting of which in your paper, 


‘in fafety, from whence thefe ¢rea- 


tures might be eh eggs The 
Emperor fent them back, and they 
happily accomplithed his defign, 
by bringing with them the eggs, 


‘and proper direétions how to ufe 


them; and from them have been 
propagated the greateft part of the 
filk-worms, and filk, that has been 
produced in Europe, or in thefe 
colonies. 

The culture of filk has fince been 
brought to great perfection ia Italy, 
Sicily, Sardinia, and in fome pro- 
vinces in France. And James the 
firft of England was very folicitons 
to promote it in all his dominions, 
but with very little fuccefs. ‘It has 
been attempted in England by the 
curious, but could never be reckon- 
ed among their manufactures; nor 
has it been encouraged and profecu- 
ted with due care and induftryin the 
colonies; though Englifh merch- 
ants compafs fea and Jand to pro- 
cure raw filk, and no remittances 
from America could give them 
greater fatisfaction. In Georgia 
and South-Carolina it has fome 
fhare of their care and attention, 
and in Virginia and ia fome towns 
in New-England they have tried it 
with fome iuccefs. In this province 
about thirty or forty years ago, fome 
curious pe:fons have been cloath- 


ed in filk made by their own in- 


duftry, and at prefent there are ftill 

fome who are defirous to encourage 

this ufeful manufaéture, fully per- 
fuaded 
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JSuaded that it may be-in time of 

reat benefit to the American co- 
re 

From New-England to Florida 
the climate and foil are excellently 
well! fuited to the nature, of the filk 
worm, and to the propagation of 
the mulberry tree. The black 
mulberry, which produces an ex- 
cellent filk, grows almoit every 
where, as the birds carry about and 
fow the feeds. ‘The wood is ufe- 
ful, the fhade thereof: is pleafane, 
and the fruit delicious and cooling, 
fo that almoft every farmer takes 
care to have fome trees of this kind 
“near his houfe, or for a fhade in his 
‘fields. And the white mulberry, 
which fome prefer for filk, has 
been brought from France and Italy, 
and planted in New-England, and 
in this province, and thrives be- 
yond their moit fanguine expetta- 
tions. As theculture of filk would 
be fo agreeable to the mother coun- 
try, and fo profitable to ourfelves, 
it feems ftrange that fo few apply 
themfelves to this bufinefs. Every 
plantation where there are a few 
mulberry trees invites its matter to 
make a trial, it requires no ex- 
pences to begin it, no long time to 
finifh it, and it may be managed 
ky women and children, without 
interfering much with their other 
bafinefs. It takes up but about 
five or fix weeks, or two months 
from the heyinning of the whole 
work, till it be ended, unlefs they 
defire to have two crops in one year, 
and this may be eafily accomplith- 
ed from the fir week in May til 
the middle of Auguit, and has been 
effected in this city, and the per- 
fons who gather the mulberry leaves, 
are fit for litle other employment. 

Our flax-feed trade is become 
very coniiderable from {mall be- 
ginnligs. Atfirlt, a few buthels of 
feed were foid by fome farmers to 
gur gouatry flose-keepers. ‘They 


continue the practice, 


many in the country 
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put it up in hogfheads and fent i¢ 
to ireland, and weve encouraged to 
Now it is 
well known what a great quantity 
is fent ye‘gly from New-York and 


Phijadelphia. 


Would our farmers in like man- 
ner begin with the filk, our fuc- 
cefs would be greater; for it would 
be impoffible ro raife more than we 
could fell. Would every family, 
who has a few mulberry wees near 
their habitation, raife a pound, a 
pound and an half, or two pounds 
of raw filk every year, what a quan- 
tity might be fent by way of remit 
tance to England from all our co- 
lonies, that are fit for this bufinefs. 
Nothing is more eafy than to feed 
the worms, and take care of them 
till they {pin their filk, and the co- 
coons, or balls, might be fold un- 
reeled to the next ftore-keepers, or 
fent intoour cities. ‘There it would 
be neceffary to erect filatures, or to 
employ proper perfons to reel and 
fort the filk in the beft manner to 
fend itto England. And were our 
farmers as well affured of a ready 
market for their cecoons, or filk 
balls, as they are for their fax-feed, 
it is probable that they would as 
carefully purfue this branch of com- 
merce. And nothing can be want- 
ing but two or three, or a number 
of perfons to reel all the filk thae 
may be fold in the cocoons, but 
would foon 
underftand this part of the bufinefs, 
and bring their raw filk to our 
markets. 

Mulberry trees might be multi- 
plied, and even now many plantae 
tions could produce yearly fome 
pounds of raw filk, And near this 
city our ladies might raife fufficient 

uantities of filk to clothe them- 

elves, while they {pend the fum- 

mer months at their country feats 

for it may be depended on from 

good aathoriy, that three ounces of 
baw

raw filk will make a yard of Eng- 
lifh damafk. How foon then may 
our ladies, by their own induftry, 
sloath themfelves in greater {plen- 
ylor and elegance than a Roman 
emprefs, or the mother or wife of 
Alexander the Great. 


As the feafon for hatching and 
feeding the filk worms is nowcome 
it may be of fervice to pive fome 
direGtions to fuch as are wiiling to 
make a trial of this bufinéfs; and 


‘have’not the benefit of perufing 


Pullein on the culture of filk, or 
who have not had experience to di- 
ret them, for experience exceeds 
all printed dire€tions. It is necef- 
fary to be furnifhed with mulberry 
trees fufficient to fupport fuch a 
number of worms, as you intend 
to breed. When the mulberry 
bads begin to open and fpread in- 
to {mall leaves, then is the proper 
time to begin to hatch the eggs, 


and it will not be fufficient to o 
ferve this in one or two trees, that 


may ftand in a warm or a fheltered 
fituation. It muft appear through 
the bulk of the trees, or you may 


-be diftreffed for want of food. For 


though this defeét may be fupplied 
with Jettuce, or other kind of leaves, 
fuchas elm, mallow, bramble, refe 
or nettle leaves: yet thefe fcour 
and ficken the worms fo much that 
it is belt to keep the eggs in a cool 
place, that they may not hatch till 
the mulberry, their beloved food, 
fends forth its leaves. ) 


Some keep the eggs in bags,aind 
hatch them in hein foloms, whith 
practice is not to be commended, 


for the eggs are faftened by a natu- 


ral glue to the paper where they 
are laid, which keeps the eggs 
from moving while the worms 
creep.out with the greater- eafe, and 
leave the egg behind it, And any 
Sweat orgreafinefs from the human 
body hurts the eggs, Some {pread 
seth T 
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the papers whereon the eggs are 
laid between two pillows, as warm 
as one’s hand may be made by the 
natural heat, when held in his bo- 
fom ; but they are very carefull not 
to exceed that heat, leaft it fpoil 
the eggs; and they lay them «all 
night under the bolfter or pillow 
in a box or drawer laid over them, 
that they be kept warm and be not 
crufhed, But the nature of this 
creature is fuch, that at the proper 
feafon, the eggs will hatch of them- 
felves, and there is no preventing 
them, unlefs by keeping them ex- 
traordinary cool, The papers or 
materials on which the eggs are 
laid, a be placed all day, inthe 
proper feafon, on a table, or in 2 
window in the fouth fide of the 
houfe, and in the fun, if it be not 
very hot; and at night, they fhould 
be kept from exceflive ‘cold, by 
warm pillows laid over them; orit 
may do, to put them in a drawer, 
or to cover them all night with 
foft brown paper. The greateft 
danger is from a frofty night, or 
wet cold weather. , 

As it will be of great fervice to 
have the worms to ficken, or to be- 
gin to {pin at the fame time, fo all 
the eggs thould be kept in an equat 
degree of warmth, that the worms 
may comeoutatonce. Every day; 
nay every fix hours, all that are 
hatched fhould be claffed by them- 
felves. This may be done, by 
laying mulberry leaves over the 
new hatched worms, which will 
immediately collect them if they 
gether. If fome’ are 
found at a diftance, a. feather ora 
hair pencil wetted a little; will 
take them by a gentle toach, -and 
they may be laid on the leaves 
with others; oryou may take them 


“up with the pomt: of a mulberry 
leaf, butthey muftnot be touched 
swith the fingersy;while they are 
tender, . ‘Bis i , a ¥ : ie , ‘ 
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The worms fhould nearly co- 
wer all the leaves fo as to 
make them appear almof quite 
black, but not to lie on one ano- 
ther. If they hie thinner than this, 
they will not have eaten their leaves, 
before you muft give them a new 
feeding ; and many will remain a- 
mong the old fhreds and curled 
leaves, that will not come readil 
to eat the freth fupply, and will thus 
be buried under the heap of frag- 
ments, unlefs great care be taken 
to pick them out, and the leaves 
will wither before they are eaten, 
It will be of fervice to flice the leaves 
for fome days; and to finifh their 
hatching the third day, or there 
will be too great difference between 
the worms to attend them with 
pleafure. 

As foon as the worms are got on 
the leaves, lay them befide one a- 
nother on a theet of brown paper, 
on a table or fhelves, and feed them 
three or four times every day, as 
you fee they eat their leaves; at 


might cover them with a fheet of 


foft warm brown paper. The firft 
weeks of their life, you muft keep 
them warm, but allow them dry 
freth air, and in the time of rain, or 
cold weather fet in the room a pan 
of {mall coal duft, burning in it, 
now and then, fome incenfe, benja- 
gin, or fuch herbs as yield a fweet 
fmell. Lavender or thyme dried 
is of great fervice to perfume the 
air, if they are fick or the weather 
be wet or exceflive cold. As the 
worms increafe in bignefs, you are 
to difperfe them abroad on more 
boards or thelves, fo as not to faf- 
fer them to lie too thick together; 
and the biggeft fhould always be 
kept apart from fuch as are very 
fmall, and hatched the laft day. 
The hands of thofe that pull the 
leaves thould be very clean, as alfo 
of thofe that feed and attend the 
worms. They fhould not. have 


handled any thing that has a ftrong 
offenfive fmell, fuch as onions, 
leeks and garlic. Neither fhould 
they have eaten them, nor ufe to- 
bacco, efpecially in fmoaking, 
when they feed their worms. The 
time when they fhould pull the 
leaves is when they are dry, and 
the dew is eff them in the morn- 
ing; they should not be bruifed in 


gathering, nor given to the worms 


when wet. For this reafon pro- 
vifion fhould be made for them, if 
the ky appears cloudy and threat- 
ens you with rain; and if gathered 
wet, they muft be dried on a table, 
or rubbed with a dry cloth, or tof- 
fed between two table-cloths or 
fheets till they be dried, The 
worms are fick four times. Upon 
the approach of the firft ficknefs the 
head begins to {well, and the worms 
appear more pointed towards 
the mouth, and they leave off eat- 
ing and remain quite motionlefs, 
with their heads {welled, and ravfed 
generally above their bodies; and 
their colour is a light yellowith 
brown, This firft ficknef. happens 
about the fixth or feventh day af- 
ter they began toeat, and continues 
generally for three days during 
which time they need little or no 
feeding, only care muft be taken 
to relieve thofe that have pafled 
through their ficknefs, before the 
reft, or thofe that Mall not ficken fo 
foon. Malphigius, who took the 
date of their ficknefs (which hap- 
pens four times) from the begin- 
ning of their total inadtive ftate, 
divides the time of their health, 
and ficknefs in the following man- 
ner: Aftertheir being hatched, they 
continue in health for ten or eleven 
days, then they are fick about a 
day and a half; their health, after 
recovering, lafts four days and an 
half, and their fecond ficknefs a 
day and an half; cheir next health 
continues for three days, and their 
fubfequent 
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fabfequent and third ficknefs, for 
a day anda half; them next health, 
which preceeds their lat ficknefs, 
he fets dowm at four or five days 
continuance; The laf ficknefs, at 
two days and a half; and their laf 
healthy ftate nine or ten days, and 
then they begin to {pin : But, as he 
ohferves, the weather and climate 
make thefe circumftances vary. 
The wortne will edt more leaves in 


en - 


three or four days, after they have 
patt the lait ficknefs, than in. the 
whole time before; and mutt be 
well fed after the faft ficknefs, ‘till 
they begin to fpin, for on our care 
to feed them in this laft ftage d& 
pends, in 2 great meafure, the 
quantity and goodnefs of the filk. 
The bags or bafkets muft be c'cam 
in which you gather the leaves.

$ HE next article to be Confi- 
dered by the flax- farmer, is 

the quantity of feed which he ought 
to fow. And here it will be pro- 
per to obferve, that there,will “be 
always a ‘remarkable. ‘difference in 
the produce, in proportion’ to the 
different quantitits which are fown, 
For, ‘fhould a fmaller parcel of 
ood feed*be made ule of, it will 
yield a plentiful crop of good feed 
and ftrong flax: but fhonld the 
farmer fow a larger quantity of the 
fame goodnefs, his tax would in- 
deed be finer, and the increafe 
great, but then his feed would be 
much lefs valuable.  T’ne Dutch, 
who aré not at all apprehenfive of 
wanting feed, generally practife 
the latter method. But ‘as thefr 
cafe differs widely from ours, their 
manufacture being arrived to'ma- 
turity,, ours in its inf#nt ftate, what 
may ‘be wife in them, may be im- 
prudent in us; were I therefore 
to advife, I fhould choofe to re- 
éommend the former method, until 
we had brought our feed to an e- 
qual degree of perfection and plen- 
ty. Upon the whole, a great deal 
muft be referred to the difcretion 
of the farmer, and an allowance 
made for the difference ef foils 
equally well laboured; for a goed 
foil will cherifh 4 large quantity of 
feed, and afford it all that nutri- 
ment which is neceflary to bring 
both feed’ and flax to perfection ; 
whilft a like portion of feed would 
dwindle and ftarve in an hungry 
foil, and at laft, return a miferable 
crop. ‘As to the particular quanti- 
ty of feed, neceffary for a determi- 
nate portion of ‘Jand, ‘I fhall only 
ebfevve, that ‘from three to four 
buthels;’* will generally fuffice for

an Irifhh acre, which by. the bef 
computation I could make, ane 
{fwers pretty near to the practice in 
Holland and Flanders... ' 
_ © Every flax-farmer, I believe, 
is fufliciently apprized, that good 
Weather and. a warm. feafon, are 
very neceflary, for faving flax-feed, 
and watering and grafling flax: and 
yet we do not feem to “have fufh- 
ciently attended to this particular 
in Ireland, otherwife we fhould 
not, as is generally done, deferthe 
fowing of flax-feed until the {pring 
is fo very far advanced, In order 
to reCtify this error, it would be 
advifeable, to fow the feed the frit 
good feafon in March, for then im 
all probability, it will be ripe the 
latter end of June, or beginnia of 
July ; .and the farmer by thefe 
means, will have time enough, be. 
fore him, for the purpofes’ ahove- 
mentioned, . If this method is pur- 
fued, another confiderable advans 
tage will be gained, a good i 
of turnips may be had upon tholg 
flax-grounds, that very feafon, 
which Would otherwife continue 
wafte and ufelefs the remainder of 
the year. , 

© Since I am engaged in givin 
diretions~ for Bat of ex, i 
hope I fhall be forgiven a fhort di- 
gieffion, which may be very ufe- 
ful to the farmer; when he defigns 
to lay down his lands, he may fafe- 
ly few clover or other grafs-feeds,

bable, that it preferves the dew 


and rain about its roots, and fhel- 
ters the ground around them, from 
the heat of the fun; but, be that 
the caufe or not, long experience 
demonftrated, that they thrive per- 
feGtly well together, the clover 
P ucing a good crop of grafs 
oon after the axis pulled. ‘This 
method is conftantly practis’d in 
Holland and Flanders with good 
fuccefs, and therefore I can recom- 
mend the ufe of it amongf ou- 
felves. ? 
- © T have very little to ebferve a- 
Bout the manner of fowing flax- 
feed, I fhall jaft take notice, that 
the feeds-man muf go up the ridge 
ina ftraight line, and fow with his 
ight hand, and then return in the 
Jame path, and fow with his left 
hand; for it is of moment that he 
Should fow evenly. Some days af- 
ter this, if he intends to lay down 
his nds, he muft fow his prafs- 
feeds, and cover them by bufh-har- 
rowing and rolling; the manner of 
doing which is fo well! known al- 
ready, that I need not enlarge up- 
on it. For the fame reafon, Ineed 
fay little upon weeding the flax : 
it muft be done at the time when it 
1s between two and five inches high; 
the treading upon it with the heels 
of thoes will prejudice the Max, but 
fitting upon it will do it no harm, 
~ ©] now come to the confideration 
of an article of the greateft confe- 
quence to the linen manufacture, 
namely, the proper feafon of pul- 
Jing the flax. And here; gentle- 
men, you muft bear with me if [ 
enlarge with fome warmth upon 
this fubje&t; I have prejudices to 
encounter as pernicious as they un- 
happily are common, and which 
have fo vifible a tendency to defeat 
all rational attempts to eftadlifh the 


linen manufacture, and make us 2 
flourifhing people, that it is not 
poflible to fpeak of them without 
indignation. He does not love his 
country who can without more thag 
ordinary concern fee a deftructive 
practice obftinately adher’d to, and 
induftrioufly f{upported againft the 
plaineft evidence, and the concur- 
ring tef{mony of reafon and expe- 
rience. If warmth is at any time 
becoming, "tis certainly _ where 
there is a public and a confiderable 
intereft at flake; and I will be bold 
to fay, that few things can equally 
prejudice this kingdom as the per- 
verte mifchievous cuftom of pulling 
eur flax too green, "Tis unac- 
countable infatuation in our fare 
mers, purpofedly, and with their 
eyes open, to throw away a valua- 
ble portion of their crop, and after 
repeated warnings, in the fingle 
article of feed, induftrioufly deprive 
themfelves of a return of gight or 
ten pounds fterling from every acre 
that they fow. Nothing but the 
prevalency of it could make us 
overlook fo glaring an abfurdity ; 
and were he not countenanced YY 
numbers, a man that flings away 
his own, and buys foreign feed at 
a dear rate, would be _ hooted 
through the country, "Tis com. 
mon, and theretore only ‘tis not 
wondered at; but for that very 
reafon, it becomes more mi{chiev- 
ous, and a matter of general con- 
cern, I fhall not prefume to direct 
the legiflature ; but I cannot conceal 
my withes and my hopes, that they 
may, at a proper time, think this 
pernicious pragtice well deferves 
their notice, Where argument 
and perfuafion have been tried 
without {nccefs, laws and penalties 
mult be called in to fecure the 
public good, and I believe, aclaufe 
to prohibit the pulling of green 
flax, would as effectually . advance 
the intereit of this kingdom, as 
any 
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any law that has yet been made re- 
lating to the linen manufacture. 

‘ In the mean time, as I would 
willingly perfuade myfelf that all 
among us are not refolved againft 
conviction, I fhall defire thofe, who 
are willing to hear reafon, to re- 
flect with ferioufnefs'on the unhap- 
py circumitances we lie under from 
the perverfenefs of our farmers. 
We are dependent not only upon 
foreign markets, but on the winds 
and waves for the fundamental part, 
the very primum, of our manufac- 
ture. Livery year the trade, and 
confequently the fuppott of the 
whole nation, is, in one main 
branch of it, expofed to all the 
hazards of the fea; we lie at the 
mercy of itis a point of infinite 
importance, and whether our flax- 
dreijers, our {pinners, our weavers, 
and our bleachers fhall be ufeful to 
their country by their labour, or 
become a burthen to it, and be 
their bread about the ftreets, de- 
pends in a great meafure upon that 
treacherous element. This very 
feafon Ireland has loft above five 
thoufand barrels of flax feed, upon 
that fearful chance which we every 
year muftrun till we grow wifer, 
and learn to provide ourfelves with 
a certain and independent fupply 
of good feed from our own lands. 

« This confideration alone is of 
weight fufficient, ene would think, 
tobring about a reformation amon 
thofe who are eapable of reflection ; 
were it true that the flax is in fome 
degree impaired by ftanding till the 
feed is ripe, it would be, notwith- 
fianding, a wild and inconfiftent 
conduét, to run the hazard of the 
whole, to avoid a fingle inconve- 
nience in our ftaple; but the cafe 
in fact is otherwite—The flax be- 
comes more valuable, both from 
its quantity and quality by being 
allowed to ripen. Upon a mode- 
Rate Computation, the farmer, who 
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pulls green, lofeth befides his feed, 
more tham half of his flax-crop, 
his weak green flax breaks under 
the crefing. runs to tow, and dif- 
appoints him of his quantity ; 
and what is fti)L of more import- 
ance, the little that he has is every 
Way inferior to what it would have 
been had he fuffered it to ftand till 
it were ripe. Jn point of ftrength, 
no man can be fo blind, as to 
queftion the truth of this affértion. 
Maturity is full as requifite to 
make the fibres firong in slants 
as it is in animals; and it. were 
as good philofephy, to expect 
vigour and robuftnefs from the 
griftles of a child, as to hope for 
ftrength and toughnefs in the 
fibr s of green flax. In refpecd 
to finenefs, 1 know our manufac- 
turers, will be againit me, and give 
the preference to unripe flax, be- 
caufe it fplits with little labour;

were as coarfe and ftubborn as we 
think it.. L have not, room to en- 
large upon this head at prefent, 
and therefore fhall beg leave, here- 
after to re{ume the argument, and 
to fhow at large, that the ripeft 
flax, as it is always the ftrongeit, 
becomes alfo by proper dreflings, 
beth the fineft and the fofteft,’

A few days ago the Sieur Malec- 
zewlki, who was faid to be 
killed by the Ruffians, appear- 
ed again in Siradia, plundering 
and deftroying every thing that 
comes in his way. It is affured, 
that fome principal malecontents, 
among whom is the Bifhop of K---- 
and Prince Francis Sulkofki, have 
joined the Confederates of Bar, 
The aim of thefe difturbers ‘of the 
peace is to ftir up the people to re- 
volt; and the Bifhop has declared, 
that he will put himfelf at the head 
of all thofe who prefent themfelves 
in favour of religion; which is a 
very frivolous pretence, as by the 
late conftitations the Catholic reli- 

ion has loft none of its rights, It 
is likewife faid, that there has been 
a fharp re-encounter in New Servia, 
between the light troops of the 
Ruffians and the Tartars; and that 
a confiderable body of the former 
have entered the Ukraine, in_or- 
der to keep the peace there,

Many Turkifh foldiers natives of 
this city, who have been for fome. 
months patt on the frontiers of the 
empire on the fide of Maldavia, are 
returned from thence. The rea- 
fon for which, they alledge, is the 
rigour of the climate; adding, that 
though they have had meatand rice, 
yet they were in want of coffee, a 
beverage which they cannot do 
without; and belides, that they 
had not feen one enemy. 

Itis to be feared that they will 
he followed by many others; and 
tis to be remarked, that defertion 
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is not punifhed among the Otte- 
man troops; every foldier may re- 
tire from fervice when he pleafes 
without loofing his pay.

A letter from Paris, dated March 
15, fays, ** The Corficans have 
received a dreadful blow from their 
attack on our pofts ‘at Barbaggio ; 
M. Marbceuf has affured our court, 
that they loft the flower of their 
troops in that encounter. M. Co- 
lonna, one of their beit officers, is 
taken prifoner, befides 500 of their 
moft expérienced troops. M. d’Am- 
pus, who obliged Paoli to retire at 
the head of 1200 men, has received 


the thanks of the court for his 


bravery.” 

Letters received at Paris from 
Raitia, dated February 15, adviie, 
that the evening before, the Mar- 
quis de Marbeuf retook Barbaggio; 
when between 2 and 300 Corlicans 
were killed, and between 6 and 
700 made prifoners, of whom 45 
were Officers. Other accounts make 
the lofs of the Corficans only zc0 
men, and that of the French 600. 

Clement Paoli, brother to Paf- 
cal, witha freth body of 1200 men, 
endeavoured to difengage the brave

Refolved, ‘That an humble, du- 
tiful and loyal addrefs from this 
houfe to his moft facred Majefty, be 
forthwith prepared and fent to the 
Agent, to be prefented tothe King, 
humbly imploring his Royal pro- 
teftion, and interpofition with the

‘The late oppreffive ftamp-a, fo 
often and jultly complained of, in 
repealing which, your remonftrants 
have repeatedly acknowledged the 
wifdom and juftice of parliament, 
did confefledly impofe a tax on the 
colonifts merely internal ; and the 
remonftrants cannot but confider 
feveral of the late aéts of the Bri- 
tifh parliament, as tending direQly 
to the fame point. ‘That the parlia- 
ment may make laws for the a 
lating the trade of the colonies, has 
been granted; fometimes duties 
have been properly impofed to 
reftrain the commerce of one part 
of the empire, that might provein- 
jurious to another ; and by this 
means, the welfare of the whole 
may have been promoted; buta 
tax impofed on the real neeeflaries 
of life, for the fole purpofe of raif- 
ing arevenue, or in other words 
to compel the inhabitants of the 
colonies, to pay large fums of mo- 
ney, whether they will or not, and 
this not with a view to the general 
interefts of commerce, the remon- 
firants muft ever think a mere in- 
ternal tax to all intents and purpo- 
fes. Ofthis fort they cannot ot 
confider alate act of parliament 
** giving and granting certain du- 
ties in the Britifh colonies and plan- 
tations in America;” the preamble 
plainly fpeaks the defign of the att: 
and can it be though juft, or rea- 
fonable, that the colonifts reftrited 
as they are in every branch of their 
trade, fhould be obliged to pay du- 
ties on the articles enumerated in 


this act? They are, in the firft 
place, by former laws, prohibited 
from purchafing thefe neceflarics of 
life at any other than the Brith mar- 
ket; they are confined in their ex- 
ports alfo; by this they are to be 
compelled to pay fevere duties on 
fuch neceffaries. By the Stamp- 
act they were forbid, under griev- 
ous penalties, tranfacting all forts 
of important bufinefs, except upon 
ftampt paper; by this act they aré 
inhibited the ufe of paper, in the 
moft common and ordinary occur- 
rences, unlefs they will firft fubmit to 
pay a duty forit. The purpofe of 

overnment, which are faid to be 
the chiefobjeéts of this a&t, the re- 
monftrants have fhewn, were long 
fince provided for by an ample and 


perpetual ac&t of Afiembly ; this is, 


again remarked, not becaufe the 
remonftrants would claim any par- 
ticular exclufive merit from it, bat 
to fhew how eafily their internal 
concerns may be miftaken at the 
diftance of 3000 miles; they bein 
unwilling to believe, that had this 
circumftance been attended to, the 
parliament would have impoled 
taxes on this colony for purpofes 
already provided for. The man: 
ner in which this act is to be exe- 
cuted, the Remontftrants cannet 
but confider as extremely dangerous 
to the liberties of the people. 

| The att fufpending the legifla- 
tive power of the province of New- 
York, the Remonftants confider as 
ftill more alarming to the colonies 
in general, though it has that fingle 
province in view, as its immediate 
objet. If the parliament has a 
right to compel the colonitts to fur- 
nith a fingle article for the troops 
fent over to America, by the fame 
rule of right they may compel them 
to furnifh clothes, arms, and every 
other neceflary, even the pay of 
the officers and foldiers; a doé¢trine 
replete witn every kind of mifchier, 

and 
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and utterly fubverfive of all that is 
dear and valuable to them. For 
what advantage could. the people 
of the colonies derive from the right 
of choofing their own reprefenta- 
tives, if thofe reprefentatives when 
chofen, not permitted to exercife 
their own judments, were under a 
neceility (on pain of their being 
deprived of their  eyaiat autho- 
rity) of enforcing the mandates of 
a Britih parliament? 

Thus have the remonftants ex- 
prefied, and they truft with decent 
firmnefs, the fentiments of a free 
and loyal people. It is hoped that 
the Honourable Houfe of Com- 
mens will no longer profecute 
meafures, which they, who are de- 
figned to fuffer under them, mutt 
ever confider as much fitter for 
exiles, driven from their native 
country, after having ignomini- 
oully forfeited her favours and pro- 
tection, that for the pofterity of 
Britons, who have been atall times 
anxious and foiicitous to demon- 
firate their refpect and affections for 
their mother kingdom, by em- 
bracing every occalion to promote 
her profperity and glory; but that 
Britifh patriots will never confent 
to the exercife of anti-conftitutional 
powers, which even in thefe re- 
mote corners, may, in time, prove 
dangerous in their example to the 
interior parts of the Britifh empire, 
Should the Remonftrants be difap- 
pointed in thefe hopes, the necef- 
fary refult will be, that the colo- 
nifts reduced to extreme poverty, 
will be compelled to contract them- 
felves within their little fpheres, 
and obliged to content .themfelves 
with their home-fpun manufactures, 
Fauguier County, April 14, 1769.

SORE THROAT: With a Method of treating it. By a Lover 


of Pennfylvania. 


| N the Spring, Summer, and 
Autumn, 1746, and during 
fome part of the winter, a difeafe, 
fince called by the learned Hux- 
ham, Fothergil, and others, the 
Angina Maligna, or the putrid 
and ulcerous fore throat, prevail- 
ed in this and the neighbourin 

provinces, and fpread itfelf with 
mortal rage, in oppofition to the 
united endeavours of the faculty. 
Like moft new difeafes, till their 
conftitution and nature are known, 
it fwept away all before it; it 
baffled every attempt to ftop its 
progrefs, and feemed, by its dire 
effects, to be more like the drawn 
{word of vengeance to ftop the 
growth of the colonies, than the 
natural progrefs of a difeafe, In 


the New-England governments, as 
their annals no doubt will thew, 
the ftroke was felt with great feve- 
rity; villages were almoit depopu- 
lated, and parents were left to be- 
wail the lofs of their tender off- 
fpring, till Heaven at laft, the on- 
ly unerring Phyfician, was pleafed 
to check its baneful influence. 
This difeafe, as it appeared then, 
and fince within thefe few years, 
had moft of thofe fymptoms to 
characterize it, which the learned 
gentlemen we have mentioned have 
handed down to us. 

With us it generally affetted 
children or thofe under puberty, 
whofe lax folids and fpongy habits 
were moft difpofed to receive the 
floating miafmata of a putrid at- 

mofphere, 
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* 
mofphere, rather than thofe, whofe 
texture was more folid. Italfo af- 
fe&ted thofe, who lived in low, wet 
and marfhy places, more than thofe 
who liv’d in higher fituations. It 
appeared alfo with us, asit did 
with them in Enapland, after much 
coid and wet weather fucceeded by 
heat, which never fails to generate 
a putrid air.——The fymptoms, 
according tomy obfervations, were 
firit great chills witha drowfy hea- 
vinets fucceeded by heats and a 
flufhing rednefs in the face, which 
often extended over the body, but 
was’ particularly diftinguifhable in 
the eyes, which fent forth watery 
diftillations like the flowine ef 
tears. ‘To thefe alio was joined 
great oppreflion, frequent vomit- 
ing, and generally a fevere purging 
with pain in the head, univerfal 
aching, dejection, great weakneis, 
laffitude and even faintnefs. Du- 
ring thefe appearances, the throat 
feem’d, as it were, full and fwell’d 
and the patient feldom failed to 
complain of great forenefs, had an 
evident hoarfenefs and fometimes 
acough. The pulfe was generally 
full and quick, yet attended with 
fome remiffions and even finkings, 
but it moft commonly kept up thofe 
delufive ftrokes, which, fometimes, 
but very improperly, indicate the 
ufe of the lancet. 

And here being in fome degree 
regardlefs of method, I take the 
liberty to mention, that altho’ moft 
of the fymptoms in the beginnin 
of this difeafe, as wellas the fullnefs 
of the pulfe appeared to. point out 
the neceflity of bleeding, yet had 
we complied with the ‘indications, 
it would have proved a fatal error ; 
for as relaxing the veffels would 
have leffened the vis vite, we 
fhould thereby have encreafed the 
progrefs towards putrefadtion and 
hurried our patients into eternity, 
The accurate obferver Sydenham 
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and others have, apropos to our 
fubje&t, obferved, when any new 
difeafe prevails, it is dificult to 
ftrike out at once a proper méthod 
of treating it, and that by“endea- 
vouring to do good, even on ra- 
tional principles as they appear to 
us, we fometimes do harm; that 
this would have been and ever muft 
be the cafe, in this difeafe, fhould 
we ufe bleeding, is beyond doubt. 
For altho’ the bleod, which has 
been drawn away in thefe cafes, 
has often been obferved to havea 
tenacious glue upon its furface, yet 
it has been found underneath to be 
broken, loofe and divided in its 
texture, and has alfo fhown very 
evident marks of putridity, which 
muft and does increafe by bleeding. 
This brings. to my mind an obter- 
vation, which Mr. Dryden has 
made, tho’ it was on avery cif- 
ferent fubje&, yet from i we may 
draw fome comparifon, 

‘* Great wits (fays the poet) to 
madnefs nearly are allyed, 

‘‘ A thin partition does their 
bounds divide” 
And thus indeed may it be faid of 
the human blood in this difeafe, a 
thin partition, viz. one blood letting 
may make the difference of a change 
from a texture, that with proper 
management would have carried 
the patient thro” his ficknefs wita 
fafety, to no texture at all, but a 
total diifolution of all the animal 
fluids, which muft in courfe termi- 
nate in death. Of fuch vait confe- 
quence is this one article of bleed- 
ing, that it has been my choice to 
give this caution againit itin the 
firongelt terms. Aas, 

But to return to our defcription 
of the fymptoms. The forenels of 
the throat, hoarfenefs and cough 





were generally the forerunners of

but very deep ulcers attended with 
tumefaciion, burning heats and 
quick fenfations of pain particular- 
Jy in ek ede pa ; while the tongue 
was foul and c fered alfo with the 
appearance of 1 adark yellow flow igh. 
Ab: out this time moft of the oth 
fiens of ‘putridity began to Node 
themfelves very appaently. ‘Lhe 
breath. threw forth a cadaverous 
fiench, and the eves and nofe dif- 
chare’d a diffolv’d ichoroys matter, 
which even corroded the tender 
parts on which it trickled, Under 
thefe circumflances, the patient dif- 
covered great reftlefsnefs and anxie- 
ty with giddinefs in the head, a 
delirium and fometimes a flupor, 
which fymptoms joined with a duf- 
focatio ftridula (the efieéts of ade 
fluxion of acrid ichor on the lungs) 
on the fourth or fifth day, portended 
immediate death. Now as the cu- 
yative indications of this terrible 
cifeafe were extreme ly dificult to 
difllinguifh, great exadtnels in ob- 
ferving the progrefé of the fymp- 
toms and confidering them, both 
colleétively and feparately, became 
neceflary, Al! evacuations, which 
jeffened or any way abated the vis 
Vite, produced great confafion and 
took the power {fo far out of na- 
ture’s hand, as to render her una- 
ble to aflitt the phyfician in vt ings 
ing about arecovery. Purging w as 
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any evacuations, in the firf fate of 


the diftafe, feem to be of the leatt 
ufe, except emetitks, The action 
of vomiting pump’d up, from the 
prime vie, a quantity of putrid 
juices of different kinds, which be- 
fore had no a ube fomented and 
nourifhed the difeafe. As vomiung 
diicharged the ie ju ices and -hindred 
tieir entrance into the blood, fo 
dig this action in vomiting, by (G+ 
vulfion, contribute to-leilen. the dif- 
charge through the bowels, which 
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vomits being fometimes repeated, 
and feconced by fub acid and cam- 
phorated diaphoretics, generally 


maintained the advantage and effec- 


; 


tually ch recis "a the difcharge from 


the bowels, which be‘are had well 
nich deftroved the rowers of life. 
As an auxiliary to flop the progrefs 


of putridity, bathing the body with 
very flrong warm vinegar parti- 
cularly the lers and thi: "hs; throat 
and breaft, was of no ino spe 
ble ufe, at leat it rendered things 
more comfortable to the fick, “lagd 
contributed to change the atmo- 
{phere of their bodies, which be- 
fore was rendered noifome and 
fometimes infegtious to the attend. 
ants. Join’d to this, | have gene- 
rally ovder’d the hortesshs of vine- 
ear, in which wormwood, centau. 
ry, Virginia fake root, gal angels 
mytrh and honey were be led, t 
be drawn thro’ a funnel into the 
lungs. And as this vapour ated 
upon the uvula, tauces and tonfills 
by its antiputreicent and detergent 
quality, it often faved me the ne- 
ceflity of ufing any fort of gargariim, 
unlefs it was warm vinegar -and 
water fweetened with hone y, which 
I have fometimes injected into the 
mouth, and by this means we have 
feldom failed to f op the. putritac- 
tion in thefe parts and forward the 
feparation of the floughs. ‘The 
dijeafe being thus treated in its firlt 
ftate, way was made for the tribe 
of antifceptics and fubaflringents, 
among which an infufion of the 
bark acidulated with the elixir 
vitrioli may be ranked as the 
ereatell, beit, and moft fovereign 
remedy, ‘The ule of this medicine, 
whéther it aéled from any. fpecthe¢ 
property, or from iis bracing and 
tonic power is immaterial, but it 
foon convinced me of its fuperier 
eilicacy and the abfulute neceflity 
of ufing it, in the very wortt flate 
of the difeafe ; provided that gen- 
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tle ewnetics and the cordial dia- 
Pp horetics had gone before. But as 
it may be ob ferved, in this as in-all 
putrid and mali ynant difeatce, 
that the fick géneral! y linge "lon; 
under their re-axing luence and 
effeéts, it therefore will - necef- 
fary for the patient to continue 
this novie ri emedy, for fome waoke 
after he is able tow valk about. As 
this will ag tify and flrencth. 
en his habit, fo will it alfo prevent 
his relapfing intothe fame difeafe, 
of which there may be fome

hazard; but at leaft it may hinder

him from fliding into an he¢tic, 
or if ‘an adult, from becoming 


hya ropic, 

if he patient does not re- 
cover in a reafonable time and 
fhould have the fymptoms of a 
febricula, I would beg leave 
to recommend, the ufe of the 
cold bath.——- Jn many of thele 
little fevers, when every reme- 
dy has» been effayed in vain, 
the fhock of cols bathing, like 
the quickne(s of eleétricity, thril’d 
thre’ the nervous fyflem, has 
totally as it were extingu.thed the 
casfe, 
~ AsTlook upon cod bathing te 
be a neceflary fof remedy to carry 
off any acrimoay, which may have 
been entang led and lode’d in the 
patiing off of the dife ale, on the 
relax’d fyflem of the nerves, fo 
do | alforakeit to be an excel- 
lent prophilactic againit putrid dif- 
eales, provided fome evacuations 
are previoufly made. 

And now having ftrayed, perhaps 
inthe Opini ion of fome, trom acom- 
mon method of writing on a fub- 
jet, | return to make fome ob- 
iervations on the imp ropricty of 
ann iphlopitti ic medicines in the 
putrid fore throat. As we haye 
obferved of bleeding, purging, and 
thole other evacuations, which too 
much reduce the natural powers of. 
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Pe 
life, we may now complain of 
antiphlooiftics, which fome have 
admit iftered oil an expneftation 
of abating the inflammation, while 
hy selaxvine the wettels , 

ry J eiietedaas tie Veuels they en- 
courage the fermenting putrifac- 
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tion. Nor is this all they do, 
they, and in particular nitre have 
an immediate tendercy to ag upon 
the boweis a ud increafe that dif, 
charge, which above every thing 
elfe is the phyfician’s butinefs to 
arreft and corre¢t, 

To be fhort; the cure of this 
almott pefilenti ial difeale, as. fome 
ingenious writers have obferved 
and my Own experience has con- 
vin ed me » depen ls upon quite 
different prit ciples from thofe 
which they adopt, who endeavour 
to abate che inflammation. ‘The 
great objeét, which the phyfician 
ihould havein view, has been al- 
ready fhewn in the treatment of 
the difeafe, fir to cleanfe the 
prima vie and to endeavour to 
fupport the powers of life, that 
the fick may be enabled, by the ufe 
of diap! horetic, fab acid, and cam- 
phorated « cercials, to fuffer a proper 
cuticular difcharge, while his next 
view will be to conquer every 
{preading appearance of putre- 
faction, by the ufe, power and force 
of antifeptics.——'f he bark as a 
principal may be given liberally, 
and when the pa ient 1s recovered, 
fo as to be able to walk shone. 
proper quantities of rhubarb may 
be either joined with it, or fome 
dofes of rhubarb with a very few 
grains of calomel may be thrown 
in, to purge off the putrid colluvies, 
that remain in the bowels. “It may 
perhaps appear itrange, that as yet 
we have taken no notice of blifters, 
which have been recommended by 
fome and perhaps under particalar 
flaces of the dileale with no im- 
propriety, but as, in tds climate, 
we are fubject to fevere and ex- 
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teffive heats, the parent of rare- 
faction, expanfion and fometimes 
a difiolution of the blood and 
fluids, if the difeafe prevails in any 
of the fummer months, blifters 
can hardly be ufed with fafety, I 
mean as a firft remedy, while the 
fury of the fymptoms continue, but 
when the fomes of the difeafe is 
evidently abated, and the fpreading 
putrifaction ftopp’d ; when the pa- 
tient is in the liberal ufe of the bark, 
then may they be of fingular fer- 
vice, by ftimulating the nervous 
fyftem, altering, corre€ting and 
difcharging the morbific parti- 
cles, which from weaknefs, re- 
main’d as yet entangled and unex- 
pelled. ‘There yet remains one 
thing, which is of great confe- 
quence in abating putrifaction, and 
which may be ufed diluted with 
water, that had almoft flipp’d my 
memory. It is an infafion ot pum 
myrrh one ounce; in |b; of the 
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flrongeft vinegar, a pap or tea’ {poon- 
ful of this tinéturemay be mixed 
with barley water and given to the 
fick in any flage of the difeafe. The 
patient may alfo take of the jelly 
of black currants, which is not 
only a great antiputrefcent but a 
detergent, and of fuch fingular ufe 
in cleanfing and healing the ulcers 
of the tonfillsand uvula, that many 
have given it the name of a 
fpecific. 

This much have I judg’d proper 
to fay on this fubje&t, and as | do, 
it with a good intention rather to 
give thofe who are not acquainted 
with phyfick an idea of this dif- 
eafe, than to inform the praétition- 
ets, who are of as long fianding as 
myfelf, if it does fervice in this 
way it will be fufficient to give me 
pleafure, and amply reward me; 
for the ime I have employed in 
Writing it.

H E Committee appointed to examine the let- 

ters and accounts, relating to the expreflion.of 
oil from fun-flower leeds, report. the following ac- 
“count of Dr. Morean’s : 


‘¢ The grinding of the fun-flower feeds, and. ex- 
preffing of oil from the fame, is a manufacture, which, 
as far as can be yet learned,, was firft begun among 
the Moravian Brethren at Bethlehem, and reflects 
honour upon them, whilft it affords the publica 
“new fubftance, very beneficial ina variety of pur- 
pofes, but more efpécially, as it may ferve for a fal- 
lad oil, and for other ufes of diet and medicine, in 
the place of olive oil, " | 


From experiments already made at Bethlehem, it 
is found that a bufhel of the fun-flower feed will yield, 
‘on expreffion, near a gallon of mild oil. The . en- 
tleman, who is appointed by the community t ore 
to fuperintend their mills, defigns, as we aré in- 
formed, to purfue a further courfe of experiments on 
this fubject, the refult of which, we hope, will be 
communicated to this Society. 


Our correfpondent at Lancafter informs the So- 
ciety, that fome perions in the neighbourhood of that 
place, have alfo expreffed a quantity of oil from the 
feeds of the fun-flower. His account is as follows. 


‘© Tne perfon, who has raifed the greateft quan- 

tity vo fun flowers wi ch us, informs,me, that 

** one hundred plants, fet about three ‘feet diftance 
j ** from 
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*¢ from each other, in the fame manner Indian corn 
«¢ is commonly planted, will produce one bufhel of 
«© feed, without any other trouble, than that of put- 
«+ ting the feed into the ground, from which he 
*« thinks one gallon of oil may be made. I obferved 
«¢ the land, on which he planted the fun-flowers, to 
“ be of the middling fort, and that he took no pains 
* to hill them, or even to loofenthe ground about 
‘© them, which from my own obfervation on fome 
‘« planted in a neighbour’s garden, I take to be of 
*¢ confiderable ule. 


«¢ As the fun-flower is a plant of great increafe, 
«¢ and requires much nourifhment, hilling does not 
«¢ feem fo good a method as that of fetting the feed 
<< or plant ina hole, and whenthe plant is about a 
«* yard high, to throw in the mould round the ftalk, 
“ fo that the furface of the ground may be even 


‘6 about it. By an eftimate made it appears, that 


** one acre of land will yieldto the planter between 
¢ forty and fifty bufhels of feed, which will produce 
‘* as many gallons of oil. The procefs for making 
‘“< or extracting the oil, is the fame as that of making 
‘¢ jinfeed oil, which I make no doubt the Society is 
*¢ acquainted with, and therefore fhall not trouble 
s¢ you with it.” 


Tue fuccefs attending the trials already made, cive 
the greateft encouragement to profecute this afefal 
difcovery, And as the feeds of the fun-flower are at _ 
this time nearly ripe, and in a proper ftate for ex- 
tracting the oil from them, it may be of fervice to 
lay thefe faéts before the public. Such as may have 
an inclination to make trials on this fubject, and are 


‘not at prefent furnifhed with a fufficient quantity of 


feed for preffing out an oil, may now fupply them- 
felves with enough to plant for making experiments 
the enfuing year. 


For 
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For the information of thofe, who have both op- 
portunity and inclination to extend the enquiry, and 
render this a valuable branch of bufineis, but are 
not acquainted with the general principles, upon 
which oil is obtained by expreffion from vegetable 
fubftances, it may be proper to obferve, that the 
kernels of. fruits, fuch as walnuts, hickory nuts, 
filberts, almonds, peaches, &c. and the feeds of 
many plants, as muftard, rape, poppy, flax, fun- 
flower, 8c. contain a large portion of mild oil. In 
order to obtain the oil, the kernels, or feeds, are 
commonly rubbed to powder, or ground in mills. 
They are then put into a {trong bag, made of canvas, 
or woollen cloth, and committed to a prefs between 


iron plates, by which the oil is {queezed out, and is 


received or conduéted into a proper vefiel to collec 
it. The plates of the prefs are often heated, either in 
bojling water, or before the fire. Many heat the. 
mafh itfelf in a large iron pot, ftirringit about with 
a ftick or piece of wood, to prevent its burning, 
which, when it happens, greatly injures the oil, and 
gives it a burnt fmell and tafle, or difpofes it to be- 
come rancid in afhort time. When the oil is drawn 
without the affiftance of heat, it is known by the 
name of cold drawn oil, and is more valuable, than 
when heat is ufed, but it is not obtained in the fame 
quantity. It is milder, and may be kept longer 
without {poiling. 


In a cold feafon of the year, a certain degree of 
heat is abfolutely neceflary. But if the oil is defigned 
for aliment or medicine, the plates of the prefs 


_fhould be heated in boiling water only. When the 


oil is intended for other ules, the plates may be made 
hotter, as heat expedites the feperation of the oil, 
and gives a greater produce, but then care fhould be 
taken not to injure the fubje& by burning. 

I 2 SOMETIMES 
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Sometimes the fubject, when ground, appears 
almoft like a dry powder, It is then faid to ‘be 
meagre, and requires to be expofed:to the vapours of 
boiling water, which is done either by tying it upin 
a bag, or putting it into.a fieve, afid placing’ it over 
the fteam. By this impregnation; it will yield its 
oil more readily,. and in greater quantity. » Fhe oil 
may be ecafily freed from any watér that may happen: 
to be preffed out with it, as a fpontaheous fepération 
between themwill take placeon ftanding for fome' 
tune, 


_ For the encouragement of thofe who may choofe 
to improve this fubjeét, it may be proper to obferve, 
that all the oils, from whatever vegetable fubttances 
they are drawn, when obtained by ‘expreffion with 
due caution, agree in their general qualities, and are 
conftantly mild, even tho’: they are obtained from 
very acrid fubftaices. Thus the exprefied oil of 
muftard feed is, when frefh, as mild as that of Olives, 
and the bitter almond, or peach kernel, affords an 
oil, by expreffion, as mild as that of fweet almonds, 
It is upon this principle, that the fun- flower oi] may 
prove equally valuable with the beft Florence oil- for 
diet or medicine. For every expreffed. oil, ‘when 
pure agd frefh,~is void of acrimony, and free from 
any, particular tafte or {mell. ei 
* Besipzs the mild oil juft mentioned, fome fub- 
{tances contain another kind of oil, called its effen- 
tial oil, a part of which may be drawn off with the 
mild expreffed-oil, fo called, and impart its fmell 
or tafteto that oil. Icis called effential oil, from its: 
yielding the particular odour of the vegetable, or’ 
part of the plant, from which it was obtained ,; it is 
pungent to the tafte, and foluble in fpirits of wine, 
which the other is not.. They may: therefore be eafily 
diftinguifhed from each other. | 
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Tur oil of fweet almonds, and the oil of olives,” 
being pure unctuous expre ied oils, not foluble in 
fpirits of wine, but mild to the atte. and void of 

odour, very foft, emollient and: lenitive; are chiefly’ 
ufed in itil Sica: and diet. An d the reafon why the 
oil of olives, in’particular, is preferred, «is becadfe it 
is lefs €xpenfive, ‘and will keep a much longer’ time 
without becoming rancid. : | 

‘Pernaps, on trial, the fun-flower feeds may be 
found to contain‘an oil that will anfwer the like good! 
putpofes withthe fallad and medicinal oil, now in ufe,’ 
if fo, it will have this advantage over that of alnionds 
or olives, that it is a native of F the country, may be 
always had frefh, and at afmall expence. Whereas 
the others are the produce of diftant countries, bear 
a highs price, and-are.often adulterated on taat ace, 
canes or being Kepta long time, they lofe their 
mild quality, and become rancid and acrimonious.

“Tar pradticablenefs of getting oil among our-- 

{elves at\a moderate expence, and the importance of 
ufing it freth, together’ with the probable ufes of fun- 
flower oil tor varnithes, for the bafis of ointments, 
afd for mixing of paints, as well‘as other purpotes to 
be anfwered by oils in general, claim our attention to 


this furbject; and eficourage further trials of the i ike 
kind,

O N feeing amongft the many ufeful purpofes of

methods of curing and preventing difea 
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fervedly included ; I take the liberty of requefting 
you to prefent my moft refpectful compliments to the 
worthy members of it, and beg their favourable ac- 
ceptance of the inclofed analyfis of the Brijffol Mine- 
val Water, and of an account of the means whereby 
a village, long unhealthy, has been rendered re- 
markably healthy. 


My motives are Firf, To fhew my hearty appro- 
bation of an inftitution, patronifed and directed by 
fo many refpectable characters, which cannot fail of 
being productive of many valuable improvements in 
America, 


Secondly, To fpur on gentlemen of more leifure, 
and better acquaintance with the fubjeét, to furnifh 
the Phyficians with accurate accounts of the various 
mineral waters with which this country abounds ; 
and which I make no doubt, will be found as valu- 
able fources of health here, as they are in other 
places, where they are well known to produce the 
quickeft, and greateft changes in the caufes and ef- 
fects of difeafes, of any thing in the Materia Medica. 


Thirdly, To prove that the prevention of the moft 
fevere Autumnal difeafes in America, are in a great 
meafure, within the limits of human precaution.

i H E great imprevements the lafl and the pre- 
fent age have made in the healing art, the en- 
couragement 
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couragemefit given to ‘the ftudy; of phyfic: bythe 
‘eftabluuhment of medical foholils in. North America; 


where the feveral branches of medicine are regularly 


taught, muit afford the moft fenfible pleafure to 
every humane difpofition, and prove an eficouraget 
ment to all who.are interefted in the health of theit 
fellow creatures, to exert themfelves in purfuing 
every dilcovery which may tend tothe relief of the 
fick, or the.reinftatemient Of an impaired conftitution. 


From thefe confiderations, I have undertaken to 
try the following ¢xperiments upon the chalybeate 
waters of Briftol, in Pennfylvania, with a@ view to 
difcover their contents, as a cuide to the further 
invettigation of their virtues and-ufes ; ‘and. particu- 
larly, their application in the cure of difeafes:; For 
altho’ it muft be confefled, that a chemical analyfis 
18, in fome meafure, an unicertait teft of the medi¢al 
virtues of any compound ; and that the qualitits ‘of 
its conftituent parts, when feperated, may tor only 
differ from, but are fometimes oppofite to, thofe of 
the mixture : s yet when we want the teflimony of 
experience, a chemical analyfis is the beft means of 
inveftigating the truth, and difcovering the virtues 
of the compound. 


Tnus, if fromthe following exberiments it Thal be 
found that the waters of Briffol, are impregnated 
with the principles of thofe of Bach'or Spa, it will be 
no forced conclufien to. fay, they may be beneficial 
in cafes fimilar to thefe that have been happily cured 
by. the latter. 


Experiment I. A fmall portion of white-oak 
bark, infufed inthe. waters, induced. an immediate 
change from tranfparency to a dark purple colour, 
whichit retained 24 hours, without depofiting any 
fediment.

Some of the fame water, after being made hor, 
or expofed for a few hours to the open air, in a great

One drop of ftrong oil of vitriol, in two 
ounces of the water, produced no fenfible alteration; 
and the water after ftanding fome time continued 
tran{fparent, without depofiting any okerifh or other 
fediment to the fides or bottom. 


_ IV. On. Tart: pr: delig. dropt in fome of the 

fame water, induced a change in the colour, render- 
ing it fomewhat yellow ; and in time precipitated to 
the bottom of the cup a fine gold coloured oker. 


V. SrxTzENn ounces avoirdupois, carefully evapo- 
rated to a drynefs in a china bowl in 'B. M: left one 
grain of a yellowifh brown powder of the tafte of

From thefe few experiments; it is fufficiently 
evident that this water, in its natural ftate, contains 
a large portion of iron diffolved in pure water by 
means of an acid, which, acid is extremely, volatile, 
and probably of the vitriolic kind ; principles fimilar 
to thofe of the much celebrated waters of the German 
Spa, with which they likewife agree in the effects 
which immediately follow upon drinking them ;

how from their removal, 1¢ became one of the heal- 
ng {pots in Amefica, and» continued fo to this 
day. i : 


Tue town of Briftohis firuateon a high dry bank, 
with the river Delaware to the eaftward and fouth- 
ward, ‘There is a quantity of low-ground to the 
douthward and weftward, which, in its natural'ftgte, 
was overflowed by every {pring tide ; to the north. 
weft there is a large pond ot water, which, wheh 
filled by the winter’s rain, overflowed the neigh- 
bouring hollow clayey ground, and there remained 
ftagnant, until exhaled by the fucceeding fummer’s 
fan, which was feldom before the middle of autumn ; 
at which time agues, remitting, intermitting, and 
continued fevers, and indeed every {pecies ot autum- 
nal diforders, prevailed, not only amongft itrangers, 
but even the inbabitants. This continued to be the

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cafe until the owners of the low marfhy grounds; ta 
the fouthward and weftward of the town, embanked 
and improved them ; and a few public fpirited inha- 
bitants employed perfons to cut ditches to drain off 
the fuperfluous water, as it flowed out of the pond, 
After thefe improvements, the place became healthy ; 
the inhabitants were no longer particularly fubject to

TT H 1S Society having propofed at one of their 
meetings in November laft, that a triai fhould 
be made for drawing a fpirit from the fermented 
juice of the Perfimon, 1 was appointed to make the 
experiment. eg elie Swede) aie

_ Tue feafon being then fo far advanced, I appre- 

hended it was too late ; but being ftill urged by the 

Society to make the effay, I purchafed about half a 

buthel of the fruit in the month of December, which 
: was 
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was fo much damagedby the froft and rain, that 1 
almott defpaired of fuccefs ; the proper time for gay 
thering it being in the month of Oétgber. | 


I HoweveER proceeded in the following manner. 


I caused the Perfimons to be well mafhed, and 
put them in a five gallon keg, to which I added two 
‘gallons of water, and about two penny worth of yef, 
in order to promote a fermentation, - This being 
compleated, I committed the whole to the fiil/,, and 
drawed therefrom near half a gallon of proof /pirit, 
of an agreeable flavor, 


From the fuccefs of this experiment, I think it 
may be concluded, that the Perfimon may be render- 
ed very beneficial to thofe who have many of them 
growing on their plantations, and that they are wor- 
thy of the public attention, as many advantages may 
be reaped from the cultivation of the trees ; fome of 
which’ fhall hint at in the courfe of this paper. 


| Fo thofe who would undertake to colleé& large 
quantities of this fruit for diftillation, I would re- 
gommend the following procefs, : 


Ler a number of empty hogfheads, in proportion 
to the quantity of fruit, be provided ; take out one 
-of the heads of each, and in the other let a hole be 
bored, at about four inches from the chimb, into 
which fx a plug, which may be occafionally taken 
out from the lower end, when the cafks are fixed 
upon truffels, at a fmall diftance from the ground. 
In thefe cafks, over the holes, lay a number of fimall 
fticks, covered with ftraw, about two or three inches 
ithick, to prevent the pulp from choaking = | 
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| Your hogfheads being thus pennated, fill one. of 
them half full with Perfimons, which have been well 
mafhed ; add. water until it arife within one third of 
the top; then cover the cafk with the head that had 
been taken out, and let it ftand about nine days; by 
this time the pulpy or feculent part of the fruit will 
he feperated by the act of fermentation ; . you are 
then to draw off the liquor, by the hole in the bos- 
tom of the hogfhead, .and put it in a tight cafk, clofe- 
ly bunged up, to prevent a-fecond. fermentation, 
whereby your liquor. would, become acid, and be 
rendered unfit tor the /i//,- | 


Havinc thus extracted the more vinous parts from 
the firft hogfhead, let as much water be added as be- 
fore, which muft be well ftirred, and mixed with the 
pulp, thereby to procure the whole ftrength of the 

ib. 


A seconp hogfhead is then to be charged half full 
of fruit, well mafhed as the firit, and initead of pure 
water, fill it rwo thirds full with the fecond extract 
ot the firft hogfhead, leaving it to ferment, as betore 
direéted.: This fermentation being perfected, draw 
off the liquor, and letit be bunged up clofe,.. The 
third hogfhead is to be treated as the fecond, and in 
ike manner ‘eyery fucceeding cafk. After you have 
in this manner converted all your fruit into a fer- 
mented liquor, let it be kept at leaft one month be- 
fore it is diftilled, if it can be preferved without dan- 
ger of its becoming four; for 1 have obferved that 
vinous fpirits, drawn from new fermented. liquors, 
are not equal in flavor to thofe which have been me- 
liorated by age. 


Tue Perfimon Tree is of aquick growth, and yields 
great quantities of fruit in a few years after it is 
planted, The wood is hard, has a fine clofe grain, 
and 
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atid may bé applied to many mechanical purpofes ; 


it burns well, and its afhes contain avery large pros 
portion of falts. | w soubor 


\Trse trees grow fpontaneoufly near all our tidé 
water rivers, and fucceed in ‘almoft any kindof foik 
They thrive beft when planted in an open place. I 
would ‘therefore recommend, that. they fhould be’ 
fixed at about ten fett apart, round the’ fields, by 
which means they would be no incurfbrance, but 
contribute to the fupport of the fences, as they would 
ferve for live pofts.. The leaves foon rot, and be- 
come good manure,’ infomuch that it is remarkable 
hat grafs grows bettér under thefe trees, than any 


other.” 


“Every. farmer who has jifty acres of fand, might 
plant three ‘hundred’ trees round his fields; whicit 
being difpofed as before directed, would be a preat 
addition to the beauty of his farm. | 


~ Let us fuppote each full grown tree will produce 
two bulbels of fruit upon an average (fomc I havé 
feen bear thrice.that quantity.) From a farm then 
of fifty acres, fix hundred buffiels of fruit might be 
gathered ; and as ftom the foregoing experiment a 
bufhel is fouhd to yield’a galion of whiolefome’ and 
very agreeable fpirit, every farmer having that num- 


ber of trees, might make fix hundred gallons of le — 


quor as good as rum. 


Tue expences attending the procefs, we will fup- 
pofe to arnount to one half of the value of the liquor 
when diftilled, which admitting to be worth but 
Two Shillings per gallon, willleave a profit of Thirty 
Pounds per annum; afum cqual to the intereft of a 
farm that would coft Five Hundred Pounds, 
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Were we to extend this calculation to what every 
fifty acresof cultivated land in this province. only 
would produce, we fhould find that we might, foon 
become independent of the Weft-Indies, for the ex- 

enfive article of rum, and thereby yearly,fave many 
Thoufand Pounds to this colony;: 


© A vauasie gum exudes from this tree ¢ for the 
collecting of which, the Society eftablifhed. in Lons 
don for promoting Arts and Manufactures, offered 
a premium of Twenty Pounds. Sterl'ng, for the greai- 
eft quantity, not lefs than fifty pounds weight, that 
fhould be colleéted from the Perfimon Tree, in. any 
of the Britifh colonies in America, and. imported 
from thence into the port of London bétween the 
firft of April 1762, and the firft of April 1763. 
And for the next greateft quantity, not lefs than 
twenty-five pounds weight, a.premium of Zen Pounds 
Sterling.

if the late and new broached doc- 
trine fhould prevail ? Unreprefent- 
ed as they are and forever muft be; 
they can have no opportunity of 
explaining their juft grievances ; 
and if they are to be taxed, of point- 
ing out the leaft inconvenient mode 
of doing it; in fhort, their doom 
will generally be pronounced be- 
fore they can receive the leaft intel- 
ligerice that a fubject, whereb 
they or their interefts might be af- 
fected, hath been agitated in par- 
liamefit. 

The notion of a virtual repre- 
fentation hath been fo often and 
fully refuted, that it furely is une 
neceflary to multiply words on that 
head ; if the property, the liberties; 
the lives of millions of his Majetty’s 
moft dutiful fabjeéts are merely 
ideal, how deplorable mutt be their 
condition ! -
